But, among all our joys, there was no one that more filled our hearts, than the blessed 
continuance of the preaching of God’s sacred Word among us; which is that inestimable 
treasure which excelleth all the riches of the earth; because the fruit thereof extendeth 
itself, not only to the time spent in this transitory world, but directeth and disposeth men 
unto that eternal happiness which is above in heaven. 


Then, not to suffer this to fall to the ground, but rather to take it up, and to continue 
it in that state wherein the famous Predecessor of Your Highness did leave it; nay, to go 
forward with the confidence and resolution of a man, in maintaining the truth of Christ, 
and propagating it far and near, is that which hath so bound and firmly knit the hearts of 

Your Maiesty’s loyal and religious people unto you, that Your very name is precious 
among them ; their eye doth behold You with comfort, and they bless You in their hearts, 
as that sanctified Person, who, under God, is the immediate author of their true happiness. 
And this their contentment doth not diminish or decay, but every day increaseth and taketh 
strength, when they observe that the zeal of Your Majesty toward the house of God doth 
not slack or go backward, but is more and more kindled, manifesting itself abroad in the 
farthest parts of Christendom, by writiug in defence of the truth, (which hath given such a 
blow unto that Man of Sin as will not be healed,) and every day at home, by religions and 
learned discourse, by frequenting the house of God, by hearing the Word preached, by 
cherishing the teachers thereof, by caring for the Church, as a most tender aud loving 


nursing father. 


There are infinite arguments of this right Christian aud religious affection in Your Majesty; 
but none is more forcible to declare it to others than the vehement and perpetuated desire of 
accomplishing and publishing of this Work, which now, with all humility, we present unto 
Your Majesty. For when Your Highness had once, out of deep judgment, apprehended 
how convenient it was, that, out of the Original sacred Tongues, together with compariug of 
the labours, both in our own and other foreign languages, of many worthy men who went 
before us, there should be one more exact translation of the Holy Scriptures into the English 
Tongue; Your Majesty did never desist to urge and to excite those to whom it was com- 
mended, that the Work might be hastened, and that the business might be expedited in so 
decent a manuer, as a matter of such importance might justly require. 


And now at last, by the mercy of God, and the continuance of our labours, it being 
brought unto such a conclusion, as that we have great hopes that the Church of England

and hard interpretations of other men shall dismay us. So that if, on the one side, we shall 
be traduced by Popish persons at home or abroad, who therefore will malign us, because we 
are poor instruments to make God’s holy truth to be yet more and more known unta the 
people, whom they desire still to keep in ignorance and darkness; or if, on the other side, 
we shall be maligned by self-conceited brethren, who run their own ways, and give liking 

_unto nothing but what is framed by themselves, and hammered on their anvil, we may rest 
secure, supported within by the truth and innocency of a good conscience, having walked the 
ways of simplicity and integrity, as before the Lord; and sustained without by the powerful 
protection of Your Majesty's grace and favour, which will ever give countenance to honest 
and Christian endeavours against bitter censures and uncharitable imputations. 


The Lord of heaven and earth bless Your Majesty with many and happy days; that, as 
his heavenly hand hath enriched Your Highness with many singular and aed 
graces, so You may be the wonder of the world in this latter age for happiness an 
true felicity, to the honour of that great Gop, and the good of his Church, through 
Jesus Christ. our Lord and only Saviour.

22 T And "he brought the other 
ram, the ram of consecration: and 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

23 And he slew it; and Moses took 
of the blood of it, and put z¢ upon the 
tip of Aaron’s right ear, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron’s sons, 
and Moses put of the blood upon 
the tip of their right ear, and upon 
the thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon the great toes of their right 
feet ; and Moses sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was upon 
the inwards, and thè caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their 
fat, and the right shoulder: 

26 *And out of the basket of un- 3 
leavened bread, that was before the 
Lorp, he took one unleavened cake, 
and a cake of oiled bread, and one 
wafer, and put them on the fat, aud 
upon the right shoulder: 

27 And he put all Y upon Aaron's 
hands, and upon his sons hands, aud 
waved them for a wave-offermg be- 
fore the Lor. 

28 And Moses took them from off 
their hands, and burnt then on the 
altar upon the burnt-offering: they 
wereconsecrations for a sweet savour;

9 {| These shall ye eat of all that 
are in the waters: Whatsoever hath 


- fins and scales in the waters, in the 


seas,andin therivers, them shallye eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and 
scales in the seas, and in the rivers, of 
all that move in the waters, and of any 
living thing which zs in the waters, 
they shall be an abomination unto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomi- 
nation unto you; ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, but ye shall have their 
carcases in abomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor 
scales in the waters, that shall be an 
abomination unto you. 

13 4 And these are they which ye 
shall have in abomination among the

14 And the vulture, and the kite 
after his kind ;

16 And the owl, and the night- 
hawk, and the cuckoo, and the hawk 
after his kind,

17 And the little owl, and the cor-

20 All fowls that creep, going up- 
on all four, shall be an abomination 
unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat, of every 
flying creeping thing that goeth up- 
on all four, which have legs above 
their feet, to leap withal upon the 
earth: 

22 Even these of them ye may 
eat; ethe locust after his kind, and 
the bald-locust after his kind, and 
the beetle after his kind, and the 
grashopper after his kind. 

23 But all other flying creeping 
things, which have four feet, shall 
be an abomination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be un- 
clean: whosoever toucheth the car- 
case of them shall be unclean until 
the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 
the carcase of them ‘shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the even. 

26 The carcases of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and zs not cloven- 
footed, nor cheweth the cud, are un- 
clean unto you: every one that touch- 
eth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beaSts 
that go on all four, those are unclean 
unto you: whoso toucheth their car= 
case shall be unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the car- 
case of them shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even; they 
are unclean unto you. 

29 Qf These also shall be unclean 
unto you among the creeping things 
that creep upon the earth: The 
weasel, and the mouse, and the 
tortoise after his kind, 

30 And the ferret, and the chame- 
leon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you among 
all that creep: whosoever doth touch 
them, when they be dead, shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of 
them, when they are dead, doth fall, 
it shall be unclean; whether it be any 
vessel of wood, or raiment, or skin, or 
sack, whatsoever vessel it be, wherein 
any work is done, it must be put into 
water, and it shall be unclean until 
the even; so it shall be cleansed.

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever 
is in it shall be unclean; and * ye 
shall break it. 

34 Ofall meat which may be eaten,

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcase falleth shall be 
unclean ; whether it be oven, or ranges 
for pots, they shall be broken down: 

for they are unclean, and shall be un- 
clean unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
t wherein there is plenty of water, 
shall be clean: but that which touch- 
eth their carcase shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcase 
fall upon any sowing-seed which is to 
be sown, it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon 
the seed, and any part of their car- 
case fall thereon, it shall be unclean 
unto you. 

39 And if any beast of which ye 
may eat die; he that toucheth the 
carcase thereof shall be unclean until 
the even. 

40 And ‘he that eateth of the car- 
case of it shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: he also 
that beareth the carcase of it shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean un- 
til the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination ; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the 
belly, and whatsoever goeth upon all 
four, or whatsoever + hath more feet 
among all creeping things that creep 
upon the earth, them ye shall not 
eat; for they ave an abomination. 

43 * Ye shall not make your + selves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Lorp your God: 
ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, 
and tye shall be holy; for I am holy: 
neither shall ye defile yourselves with 
any manner of creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

45 For I am the Lor» that bring- 
eth you up out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God: ye shall therefore 
be holy ; for I am holy. 

46 This zs the law of the beasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every living

when the hair in the plague is turned 
white, and the pacii in sight be 
deeper than the skin of his flesh, it zs 
a plague of leprosy: and the priest 
shall look on him, and pronounce him 
unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flesh, and in sight be not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned white; then 
the priest shall shut up Aim that hath 
the plague seven days. 

5 And the priest shall Jook on him 
the seventh day: and, behold, ¿f the 
plague in his sight be at a stay, and 
the plague spread not in the skin; 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days more. 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the seventh day: and, behold, 
if the plague be somewhat dark, and 
the plague spread not in the skin, the 
priest T pronounce him clean: it 
is but a scab; and he shall wash his 
clothes, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much 
abroad in the skin, after that he 
hath been seen of the priest for his 
cleansing, he shall be seen of the 
priest again. 

8 And if the priest see, that, be- 
hold, the scab spreadeth in the skin ; 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it 7s a leprosy. 

9 YJ When the plague of leprosy is 
in a man, then he shall be brought 
unto the priest ; 

10 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, if the rising be white in 
the skin, and it have turned the hair 
white, and there be t quick raw flesh 
in the rising, 

11 It zs an old leprosy in the skin 
of his flesh ; and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean, and shall not 
shut him up: for he zs unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy break out 
abroad in the skin, and the leprosy 
cover all the skin of him that hath 
the plague, from his head even to 
a oot, wheresoever the priest look- 
eth; 

13 Then the priest shall consider: 
and, behold, zf the leprosy have co- 
vered all his flesh, he shall pronounce 
him clean that hath the plague ; it is 
all turned white: he zs clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth 
in him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be un- 
clean; for the raw flesh zs unclean: 
it 7s a leprosy. 
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16 Or if the raw flesh turn again 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
come unto the priest ; 

17 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, ¿f the plague be turned 
into white ; then the priest shall pro- 
nounce Aim clean that hath the plague: 
he 7s clean. 

18 {T The flesh also, in which, ever 
in the skin thereof, was a bile, and is 
healed, 

19 And in the place of the bile 
there be a white rising, or a bright 
spot, white, and somewhat reddish, 
and it be shewed to the priest ; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth it, 
behold, it be in sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white, the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it zs a plague of leprosy 
broken out of the bile. 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairs there- 
in, and zf it be not lower than the skin, 
but be somewhat dark ; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days. 

22 And if it spread much abroad 
in the skin, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it zs a plague. 

23 But if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not, it 7s a burning 
bile ; and the priest shall pronounce 
him clean. 

24 9 Or if there be any flesh, in 


the skin whereof there is ta hot + He. 
burning, and the quick flesh that offre. 


burneth have a white bright spot, 
somewhat reddish, or white ; 

25 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, ¿f the hair in the 
bright spot be turned white, and it 
be in sight deeper than the skin, it 
is a leprosy broken out of the burn- 
ing: wherefore the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it zs the plague 
of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on i, 
and, behold, there be no white hair 
in the bright spot, and it be no lower 
than the other skin, but be somewhat 
dark ; then the priest shall shut him 
up seven days. 

27 And the priest shall look upon 
him the seventh day: and if it be 
spread much abroad in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean: it 7s the plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not m the skin, 
but it be somewhat dark ; it ¿s arising 
of the burning, and the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: for it 7s an ins 
tlammation of the burning.

24 But the tithes of the children of 
Israel, which they offer as an heave- 
offering unto the Lorp, I have given 
to the Levites to inherit: therefore 
I have said unto them, » Among the 
children of Israel they shall have no 
imheritance.

26 Thus speak unto the Levites, 
and say unto them, When ye take of 
the children of Israel the tithes which 
I have given you from them for your 
inheritance, then ye shall offer up an 
heave-offering of it for the Lorn, 
even a tenth part of the tithe. 

27 And this your heave-offerin 
shall be reckoned unto you as thoug 
it were the corn of the thrashing- 
floor, and as the fulness of the wine- 
press. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer an 
heave-offering unto the Lorp of all 
your tithes which ye receive of the 
children of Israel; and ye shall give 
thereof the Lorp’s heave-offering to 
Aaron the priest. 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall offer 
every heave-offering of the Lorp, of 
all the t best thereof, even the hallow- 
ed part thereof, out of it. 

30 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, When ye have heaved the best 
thereof from it, then it shall be count- 
ed unto the Levites as the increase 
of the thrashing-floor, and as the in- 
crease of the wine-press.

11 q £ He that toucheth the dead 
body of any + man shall be unclean 
seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean: but if he purify 
not himself the third day, then the 
seventh day he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and 

urifieth not himself, idefileth the ta- 
ernacle of the Lorn; and that soul

touched a bone, or one slain, or one 
dead, or a grave: 

19 And the clean person shall 
sprinkle upon the unclean on the 
third day, and on the seventh day ; 
and on the seventh day he shall 
purify himself, and wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and shall 
be clean at even. 

20 But the man that shall be un- 
clean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut off from amon 
the congregation, because he hat 
defiled the sanctuary of the Lorp: 
the water of separation hath not been 
sprinkled upon him; he zs unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual sta- 
tute unto them, that he that sprink- 
leth the water of separation shall wash 
his clothes; and he that toucheth the 
water of separation shall be unclean 
until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean 
person toucheth shall be unclean ; 
and the soul that toucheth z¢ shall 
be unclean until even.

2 And the Loxp said unto me, 
Fear him not: for I will deliver him, 
and all his people, and his land, into 
thy hand ; and thou shalt do unto him 
as thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 

3 So the Lorp our God delivered 
into our hands ¢Og also, the king of 
Bashan, and all his people: and we 
smote him, until none was left to him 
remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time; there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
eall the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars ; besides 
unwwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, 
as we did unto Sihon king fof Hesh- 
bon, utterly destroying the men, wo- 
men, and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil 
of the cities, we took for a prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time, out 
of the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites, the land that was on this 
side Jordan, from the river of Arnon 
unto mount Hermon ; 

9 (Which £ Hermon the Sidonians 
call Sirion, and the Amorites call it 
h T Y 
10 + All the cities of the plain, and 
all Gilead, and *all Bashan, unto 
Salchah, and Edrei, cities of the 
kingdom of Og in Bashan: 

11 'For only Og king of Bashan 
remained of the remnant of giants ; 
behold, his bedstead was a bedstead 
of iron: zs it not in ™ Rabbath of the 
children of Ammon? nine cubits was 
the length thereof, and four cubits 
the breadth of it, after the cubit of 
a man. 

12 And this land, which we pos- 
sessed at that time, "from Aroer, 
which zs by the river Arnon, and 
half mount Gilead, and °the cities 
thereof, gave I unto the Reubenites, 
and to the Gadites. 

13 And the rest of Gilead, and all 
Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, 
gave I unto the half-tribe of Ma- 
nasseh ; all the region of Argob, 
with all Bashan, which was called 
the land of giants. 

14 P Jair the son of Manasseh took 
all the country of Argob, “unto the 
coasts of Geshuri and * Maachathi, 
and called them after his own name, 

Bashan~‘havoth-jair, unto this day.

6 ŞI And Joshua the son of Nun 
called the priests, and said unto them, 
Take up the ark of the covenant, and 
let seven priests bear seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns before the ark of the 
Lorp. 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass 
on, and compass the city, and let him 
that is armed pass on before the ark 
of the Lorp. 

8 T And it came to pass, when 
Joshua had spoken unto the people, 
that the seven priests, bearing the 
seven trumpets oiran horns, passed 
on before the Lorp, and blew with 
the trumpets; and the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorn followed them. 

9 {| And the armed men went be- 
fore the priests that blew with the 
trumpets, and the frere-ward came 
after the ark, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor 
+ make any noise with your voice, 
neither shall any word proceed out 
of your mouth, until the day I bid 
you shout; then shall ye shout.

19 But all the silver, and gold, and ^” 
vessels of brass and iron, are t con- fee 
secrated unto the Lorp: they shall "7 
come into the treasury of the Lorp. 

20 $T So the people shouted when 
the priests blew with the trumpets: 
and it caine to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trumpet, and 
the people shouted with a great shout, 
that the wall fell down f flat, so gi Hebr. 
that the people went up into the city, } reb. 
every man straight before him, and "4% * 
they took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all that 
was in the city, both man and woman, 
young and old, and ox, and sheep, and 
ass, with the edge of the sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto the two 
men that had spied out the country, 

Go into the harlot’s house, and brin 
out thence the woman, and all that h chap. 
she hath, tas ye sware unto her. Hebr.11.3i-

24 And they burnt the city with 
fire, and all that was therein: only the 
silver, and the gold, and the vessels of 
brass and of iron, they put into the 
treasury of the house of the Lorp. 

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the har- 
Jot alive, and her father’s household, 
and all that she had; and she dwell- 
eth in Israel even unto this day ; be- 
cause she hid the messengers which 
Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. 

26 T And Joshua adjured them at 
that time, saying, ‘Cursed be the man 
before the Lord that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho: he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in his first- 
born, and in his youngest son shall he 
set up the gates of it. 

27 So the Lorp was with Joshua; 
and his fame was nozsed throughout 
all the country. 

CHAP. VII.

UT the children of Israel commit- 
ted a trespass in the accursed

the accursed thing; and the anger 

of the Lorn was kindled against the 
children of Israel. 

2 T And Joshua sent men from 
Jericho to Ai, which zs beside Beth- 


aven, on the east side of Beth-el, : 


and spake unto them, saying, Go up 
and view the country. And the men 
went up and viewed Ai. 

3 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people 
go up; but let tabout two or three 
thousand men go up and smite Ai; 
and make not all the people to labour 
thither ; for they are hut few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men; 
and they fled before the men of Ai. 

5 And the men of Ai smote of 
them about thirty and six men: for 
they chased them from before the 
gate even unto Shebarim, and smote 


them ||in the going down; where- ;

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fore >the hearts of the people melted, 
and became as water. 

6 T And Joshua rent his clothes, ~o 
and fell to the earth upon his face ehh 
before the ark of the Loro until 237" 
the even-tide, he and the elders 
of Israel, and “put dust upon their ¢1 sam.

7 And Joshua said, Alas! O Lorp #83...

ites, to destroy us? would to God 
we had been content, and dwelt on 
the other side Jordan! 

8 O Lorp, what shall I say, when 
Israel turneth their {backs before tHe- 
their enemies? : 

9 For the Canaanites, and all the 
inhabitants of the land, shall hear of 
at, and shall environ us round, and 
cut off our name from the earth: 
and *what wilt thou do unto thy 4See Exod. 
great name? Numb. 

10 4 And the Lorp said unto * 
Joshua, Get thee up; wherefore 
t liest thou thus upon thy face? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they 
have also transgressed my covenant 
which I commanded them: € for they $ Star- 
have even taken of the accursed 
thing, and have also stolen, and dis- 
sembled also, and they have put iż 
even among their own stuff. 

12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their enemies, 
but turned their backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed: 
neither will I be with you any more, 
except ye destroy the accursed from 
among you. 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and 
say, ‘Sanctify yourselves against fchap.s.s. 
to-morrow ; for thus saith the Lorp 
God of Israel, There is an accursed 
thing in the midst of thee, O Israel: 
thou canst not stand before thine 
enemies, until ye take away the ac- 
cursed thing from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye 
shall be brought according to your 
tribes: and it shall be, that the tribe 
which the Lorp taketh shall come 
according to the families thereof; 
and the Family which the Lorp shall 
take shall come by households ; and 
the household which the Lorp shall 
take shall come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that he 
hath; because he hath transgressed

18 And he brought his household 
man by man; and Achan, the son of 
Carmi, the son of Zabdi, the son of 
Zerah, of the tribe of Judah, was 
taken. 

19 And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, ® give, I pray thee, glory to 
the Lorp God of Israel, ‘and make 
confession unto him; and tell me 
now what thou hast done; hide it 
not from me. 

20 And Achan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed I have sinned against 
the Lorp God of Israel, and thus and 
thus have I done: 

21 When I saw among the spoils 
a goodly Babylonish garment, and 
two hundred shekels of silver, and 
a twedge of gold of fifty shekels 
weight, then I coveted them, and 
took him; and, behold, they are 
hid in the earth, in the midst of my 
tent, and the silver under it. 

22 T So Joshua sent messengers, 
and they ran unto the tent; and, 
behold, zt was hid in his tent, and 
the silver under it. 

23 And they took them out of the 
midst of the tent, and brought them 
unto Joshua, and unto all the children 
of Israel, and tlaid them out before 
the Lorp. 

2447 And Joshua, and all Israel with 
him, took Achan the son of Zerah, 
and the silver, and the garment, and 
the wedge of gold, aie, sons, and 
his daughters, and his oxen, and his 
asses, and his sheep, and his tent, and 
all that he had; and they brought 
them unto ¥ the valley of Achor. 

25 And Joshua said, } Why hast 
thou troubled us? the Lorp shall 
trouble thee this day. ™And all 
Israel ‘stoned him with stones, and 
burned them with fire, after they 
had stoned them with stones.

9 $ Joshua therefore sent them 
forth; and they went to lie in am- 
bush, and abode between Beth-el 
and Ai, on the west side of Ai: but 
Joshua lodged that night among the 
people. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and numbered the people,

16 And all the people that were in 
Ai were called together to pursue 
after them: and they pursued after 
Joshua, and were drawn away from 
the city. 

17 And there was not a man left in 
Ai or Beth-el that went not out after 
Israel: and they left the city open, 
and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the Lorp said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that zs in thy 

hand toward Ai; for I will give it into 
thine hand. And Joshua stretched 
out the spear that he had in his hand 
toward the city. 

19 And the ambush arose quickly 
cut of their place, and they ran as soon 
as he had stretched out his hand: and 
they entered into the city, and took it, 
and hasted and set the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up to 
heaven, and they had no ¢ power to 
flee this way or that way: and the 
people that fled to the wilderness 
turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, and 
slew the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in the 
midst of Israel, some on this side, and 
some on that side: and they smote 
them, so that they ¢let none of them 
remain or escape: 

23 And the king of Ai they took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 


CHAP. VIII. 


Tt is taken and burnt. 


24 And it came to pass, when Israel _Before 
had made an end of slaying all the “1451. 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the 
wilderness wherein they chased them, 
and when they were all fallen on the 
edge of the sword, until they were 
consumed, that all the Israelites re- 
turned unto Ai, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
were twelve thousand, even all the 
men of Ai. 

26 For Joshua drew not his hand 
back, wherewith he stretched out the 
spear, until he had utterly destroyed 
all the inhabitants of Ai. 

27 * Only the cattle, and the spoil 
of that city, Israel took for a prey 
unto themselves, according unto the 
word of the Lorp, which he & com~ g Verse 2 
manded Joshua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
it an heap for ever, even a desolation, 
unto this day. 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged 
on a tree until even-tide: » and as h Deuter. 
soon as the sun was down, Joshua cee 
commanded that they should take !*7 
his carcase down from the tree, and 
cast it at the entering of the gate of 
the city, and ‘raise thereon a great i chap. 
ee stones, that remaineth unto ` ` 

s day. 

30 $ Then Joshua built an altar 
unto the Lorn God of Israel * in EDeuter- 
mount Ebal ; 

31 As Moses, the servant of the 
Lorp, commanded the children of 
Tsrael, as it is written in the ! book of 1 Exod. 
the law of Moses, An altar of whole beut 27.5. 
stones, over which no man hath lift 
up any iron: and they offered thereon 
burnt-offerings unto the Lerp, and 
sacrificed peace-offerings. 

32 And ™ he wrote there, upon the 
stones, a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of the 
children of Israel. 

33 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark, and on that side, 
before the priests the Levites, ® which n Deuter. 
bare the ark of the covenant of the °"~” 
Lorp, as well the stranger as he that 
was born among them: half of them 
over against mount Gerizim, and half 
of them over against mount Ebal; as ¢ Peuter, 
Moses, the servant of the Lorn, had 7. 12. 
commanded before, that they should 
bless the people of Israel. 

34 And afterward he read all the

3 The Gibeonites obtain a league by 
craft; 16 the craft discovered ; they 
are condemned to perpetual bondage. 

ND it came to pass, when all 
the kings which were on this 

side Jordan, in the hills, and in the 
valleys, and in all the coasts of the 
great sea over against Lebanon, the 

Hittite, and the Amorite, the Canaan- 

ite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, and the 

Jebusite, heard thereof;

5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon 
them ; and all the bread of their pro- 
vision was dry and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto 
the camp at Gilgal, and said unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We be 
come from a far country: now there- 
fore make ye a league with us. 

y And the men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make 
a league with you? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We 
are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye? 

9 And they said unto him, From 
avery far country thy servants are 
come because of the name of the 
Lord thy God: for we have heard 
the fame of him, and all that he did

16 f And it came to pass, at the end 
of three days after they had made a 
league with them, that they heard 
that they were their neighbours, and 
that they dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel jour- 
neyed, and came unto their cities on 
the third day. Now their cities were 
Gibeon, and Chephirah, and Beeroth, 403P., 
and Kirjath-jearim. Ezra 2. 25. 

18 And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had sworn unto them 
by the Lorp God of Israel. And all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. 

19 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We have sworn 
unto them by the Lorp God of Is- 
rael: now therefore we may not 
touch them. 

20 This we will do to them; we 
will even let them live, lest € wrath be Be 
upon us, because of the oath which `’ ` 
we sware unto them.

CHAP. X. 

1 Five kings war against Gibeon : 
6 Joshua rescueth rt. 12 The sun 
and moon stand still at the word of 
Joshua. 40 Israel's return to Gilgal. 

OW it came to pass, when Ado- 
ni-zedek king of Jerusalem had 
heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and 
had utterly destroyed it; as he had 
done to Jericho and her king, so he 
had done to >Ai and her king; and 
how the inhabitants of Gibeon had 
made peace with Israel, and were 
among them ; 

2 That they feared greatly, be- 
cause Gibeon was a great city, as 
one of the t royal cities, and because 
it was greater than Ai, and all the 
men thereof were mighty. 

3 Wherefore Adoni-zedek king of 
Jerusalem sent unto Hoham king of 
Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jar- 
muth, and unto Japhia king of La- 
chish, and unto Debir king of Eglon, 
saying, 

4 Come up unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon: for it 
hath made peace with Joshua, and 
with the children of Israel. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, 
the king of Lachish, the king of Eg- 
lon, gathered themselves together, 
and went up, they and all their 
hosts, and encamped before Gibeon, 
and made war against it. 

6 TT And the men of Gibeon sent 
unto Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, 
saying, Slack not thy hand from thy

be of good courage, and do zt. 


5 Then arose Ezra, and made the © 
chief ‘priests, the Levites, and all, 


Israel, “to swear that they should 
do according to this word: and they 
sware. 

6 T °Then Ezra rose up from 
before the house of God, and went 
into the chamber of Johanan the 
son of Eliashib; and when he came 
thither, he did eat no bread, nor 
drink water: for he mourned be- 
cause of the transgression of them 
that had been carried away. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem, 
unto all the children of the captivity, 
that they should gather themselves 
together unto Jerusalem ; 

8 And that whosoever would not 
come within three days, according to 
the counsel of the princes and the 
elders, ail his substance should be 
t forfeited, and himself separated. 
from the congregation of those that 
had been carried away. 

9 4 Then all the men of Judah 
and Benjamin gathered themselves, 
together unto Jerusalem within three 
days: it was the ninth month, and 
the twentieth day of the month; and 
fall the people sat in the street of the 
house of God, trembling because of 
this matter, and for + the great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, 
and said unto them, Ye have trans- 
gressed, and thave taken strange 
wives, to increase the trespass of 
Israel. 

11 Now therefore make confession 
unto the Lorp God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure; and separate 
yourselves from the people of the 
land, and from the strange wives. 
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12 Then all the congregation an- 
swered and said with a loud voice, 
As thou hast said, so must we do. 
` 13 But the people ave many, and 
it is a time of much rain, and we are 
not able to stand without, neither zs 
this a work of one day or two: for 
|| we are many that have trans- 
gressed in this thing. 

14. Let now our rulers of all the 
congregation stand, and let all them 
which have taken strange wives in 
our cities come at appointed times, 
and with them the elders of every 
city, and the judges thereof, until 
the fierce wrath of our God || for this 
matter be turned from us. 

15 Only Jonathan the son of 
Asahel, and Jahaziah the son of 
Tikvah, + were employed about this 
matter ; and Meshullam and Shab- 
bethai the Levite helped them. 

16 And the children of the capti- 
vity did so. And Ezra the priest, 
with certain chief of the fathers, after 
the house of their fathers, and all 
of them by their names, were sepa~ 
rated, and sat down im the first day 
of the tenth month to examine the 
matter. 

17 And they made an end with 
all the men that had taken strange 
wives by thé first day of the first 
month. 

18 4 And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that had 
taken strange wives; namely, of the 
sons of Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
and his brethren; Maaseiah, and 
Eliezer, and Jarib, and Gedaliah. 

19 And they £ gave their hands that 
they would put away their wives; 
and, being guilty, they offered a ram 
of the flock for their trespass. 

20 And of the sons of Immer; 
Hanani, and Zebadiah. 

21 And of the sons of Harim; 
Maaseiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah, 
and Jehiel, and Uzziah. 

22 And of the sons of Pashur; Eli- 
oenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, 
Jozabad, and Elasah. 

23 Also of the Levites; Jozabad, 
and Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the same 
is Kelita,) Pethahiah, Judah, and 
Eliezer. 

24 Of the singers also; Eliashib: 
and of the porters; Shallum, and 
Telem, and Uri. 

25 Moreover, of Israel: of the sons 
of Parosh; Ramiah, and Jeziah, and 
Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
and Malchijah, and Benaiah.

CHAP. I. 

1 Nehemiah, understanding by Hanani 
the misery of Jerusalem, mourneth, 
fusteth, and prayeth : 4 his prayer. 
HE words of Nehemiah the 
son of Hachaliah. Andit came 
to pass in the month Chisleu, in the 
twentieth year, as I was in Shushan 

the palace, 

2 That Hanani, one of my bre- 
thren, came, he and certain men of 
Judah; and I asked them concerning 
the Jews that had escaped, which 
were left of the captivity, and con- 
cerning Jerusalem. 

3 And they said unto me, The rem- 


nant that are left of the captivity 


there in the province are in great af- 
fliction and reproach; ?the wall of 
Jerusalem also € ¿s broken down, and 
the gates thereof are burnt with fire. 

4.4 And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down 
and wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the 
God of heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, %0 
Lorp God of heaven, the great and 
terrible God, *that keepeth covenant 
and mercy for them that love him, 
and observe his commandments: 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and ‘thine eyes open, that thou may- 
est hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thee now, day 
and night, for the children of Israel 
thy servants, and confess the sins of 


` the children of Isracl, which we have. 
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sinned against thee: both I and my 

father’s house have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept the 
commandments, nor the statutes, nor 
the judgments, which thou command- 
edst thy servant Moses. 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy ser- 
vant Moses, saying, 8 Jfye transgress, 
I will scatter you abroad among the 
nations : 

9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep : 
my commandments, and do them; 
hthough there were of you cast out 
unto the uttermost part of the heaven, 
yet will I gather them from thence, 
and will bring them untothe place that 
I have chosen to set my name there. 

10 i Now these ave thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy great power, and by thy strong 

and. 

11 O Lor», I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to the prayer of 
thy servants, who desire to fear thy 
name ; and prosper, I pray thee, thy 
servant this day, and grant him mercy 
in the sight of this man. For I was 
the king’s cupbearer. 

CHAP. II. 

Artaxerxes, understanding the cause 
of Nehemiah’s sadness, sendeth him 
with letters, &c. to Jerusalem. 

Le it came to pass in the month 

Nisan, in the twentieth year of

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Artaxerxes sendeth Nehemiah to 
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before him: and I took up the wine, 
and gave zt unto the king. Now I had 
not been beforetime sad in his presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me, 
Why zs thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not sick? this ¿s nothing else 
but sorrow of heart. Then I was 
very sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the king, » Let the 
king live for ever: why should not 
my countenance be sad, when the city, 
the place of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are 
consumed with fire? 

4 Then the king said unto me, For 
what dost thou make request? So I 
prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, and if thy servant 
have found favour in thy sight, that 
thou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
that I may build it. 

6 And the king said unto me, (the 
i Heb. wife. t queen also sitting by him,) For how 
long shall thy journey be? and when 
wilt thou return? So it pleased the 
king to send me; and I set him “a time. 

7 Moreover, I said unto the king, 
If it please the king, let letters be 
given me to the governors beyond 
the river, that they may convey me 
over, till I come into Judah ; 

8 And a letter unto Asaph the keep- 
er of the king’s forest, that he may 
give me timber to make beams for 
the gates of the palace which apper- 
tained “to the house, and for the wall 
of the city, and for the house that I 
shall enter into. And the king grant- 
g ra 5. 5: ed me, © according to the good hand 
verse18. of my God upon me. 

9 {| Then I came to the governors 
beyond the river, and gave them the 
king’s letters. (Now the king had 
sent captains of the army and horse- 
men with me. 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, the Ammon- 
ite, heard of it, it grieved them ex- 
ceedingly that there was come a man 
to seek the welfare of the children of 
Israel. 

11 So I fcame to Jerusalem, and 
was there three days. 

12 {| And I arose in the night, I 
and some few men with me; neither 
told I any man what my God had 
put in my heart to do at Jerusalem: 
neither was there any beast with me, 
save the beast that I rode upon. 
g2Cbron. 13 And I went out by night § by 
‘Chap. 3.15. the gate of the valley, even before the 
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Jerusalem with letters, &c. 


dragon-well, and to the dung-port, Before, 


and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, ~ 445. 
which were broken down, and the ~~ 
gates thereof were consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of 
the fountain, and to the king’s pool: 
but there was no place for the beast 
that was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by 
the brook, and viewed the wall, and 
turned back, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whi- 
ther I went, or what I did; neither 
had I as yet told z¢ to the Jews, nor 
to the priests, nor to the nobles, nor 
to the rulers, nor to the rest that did 
the work. 

17 T Then said I unto them, Ye 
see the distress that we are in, how 
Jerusalem leth waste, and the gates 
thereof are burnt with fire: come, 
and let us build up the wall of Jerusa- 
lem, that we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of ® the hand » Verse 8. 
of my God which was good upon me; 
as also the king’s words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said, Let 
us rise up and build. Sothey strength- 
ened their hands for this good work. 

19 But when Sanballat the Horon- 
ite, and Tobiah the servant, the Am- 
monite, and Geshem the Arabian, 
heard zt, they laughed us to scorn, 
and despised us, and said, What zs 
this thing that ye do? * will ye rebel i chap. 
against the king? a 

20 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them, The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his ser- 
vants will arise and build: * but ye © Ezra 4. 3. 
have no portion, nor right, nor me- 
morial, in Jerusalem. 

CHAP. III.

8 And I said unto them, We, after 
our ability, have 4redeemed our bre- 
thren the Jews, which were sold unto 
the heathen; and will ye even sell 
your brethren? or shall they be sold 
unto us? Then held they their peace, 
and found nothing to answer. 

9 Also I said, It zs not good that ye 
do: ought ye not to walk in the 
fear of our God, because of the re- 
proach of the heathen our enemies?

10 Thy loving-kindness unto them 
continue that thee know ;

11 Let not the foot of cruel pride 
come, and against me stand ; 
And let me not removed be, 
Lord, by the wicked’s hand. 


12 There fallen are they, and ruined, 
that work iniquities: 
Cast down they are, and never shalk 
be able to arise.

Fret not thyself in any wise,

PSALM XXXVIII. 


9 For those that evil-doers are 
shall be cut off and fall: 
But those that wait upon the Lord 
the earth inherit shall. 


10 For yet a little while, and then 
the wicked shall not be ; 
His place thou shalt consider well, 
but it thou shalt not see. 
11 But by inheritance the earth | 
the meek ones shall possess: 
They also shall delight themselves 
in an abundant peace. 


12 The wicked plots against the just, 
and at him whets his teeth: 
13 The Lord shall laugh at him, because 
his day he coming seeth. 
14 The wicked have drawn out the sword, 
and bent their bow, to slay 
The poor and needy, and to kill 
men of an upright way. 


15 But their own sword, which they have 
shall enter their own heart: [drawn, 
Their bows which they have bent shall 
and into pieces part. [ break, 
16 A little that a just man hath 
is more and better far 
Than is the wealth of many such 
as lewd and wicked are. 


17 For sinners’ arms shall broken be ; 
but God the just sustains.

19 They shall not be asham’d when they 
the evil time do see ; 
And when the days of famine are 
they satisfy’d shall be. 


20 But wicked men, and foes of God, 
as fat of lambs, decay ; 
They shall consume, yea, into smoke 
they shall consume away. 
21 The wicked borrows, but the same 
again he doth not pay; 
Whereas the righteous mercy shews, 
and gives his own away. 


22 For such as blessed be of him 
the earth inherit shall ;

31 In’s heart the law is of his God, 
his steps slide not away. 


{ 32 The wicked man doth watch the just, 


and seeketh him to slay. 


33 Yet him the Lord will not forsake, 
nor leave him in his hands: 
The righteous will he not condemn, 
when he in judgment stands. 
34 Wait on the Lord, and keep his way, 
and thee exalt shall he 
Th’ earth to inherit ; when cut off 
the wicked thou shalt see. 


35 I saw the wicked great in pow’, 
spread like a green bay-tree: 
36 He pass’d, yea, was not; him I sought, 
but found he could not be. 
37 Mark thou the perfect, and behold 
the man of uprightness ; 
Because that surely of this man 
the latter end is peace. 
38 But those men that transgressors are 
shall be destroy’d together ; 
The latter end of wicked men 
shall be cut off for ever. 
39 But the salvation of the just 
is from the Lord above ;

my hope is fix’d on thee. 
8 Free me from all my trespasses, 
the fool’s scorn make not me. 
9 Dumb was I, op’ning not my mouth, 
because this work was thine. 
10 Thy stroke take from me; by the blow 
of thine hand I do pine. 
11 When with rebukes thou dost correct 
man for iniquity, 
Thou wastes his beauty like a moth: 
sure each man’s vanity. 
12 Attend my cry, Lord, at my tears 
and prays not silent be: 
I sojourn as my fathers all, 
and stranger am with thee. 
13 O spare thou me, that I my strength 
recover may again, 
Before from hence I do depart, 
and here no more remain. 


PSALM XL. 
1 | WAITED for the Lord my God, 
and patiently did bear ; 
At length to me he did incline 
my voice and cry to hear.

7 For ever will the Lord cast off, 
and gracious be no more? 

8 For ever is his mercy gone? 
fails his word evermore? 

9 Is't true that to be gracious 
the Lord forgotten hath ? 

And that his tender mercies he 

hath shut up in his wrath? 


10 Then did I say, That surely this 
is mine infirmity : 
I'll mind the years of the right hand 
of him that is most High. 
11 Yea, I remember will the works 
performed by the Lord: 
The wonders done of old by thee 
I surely will record. 


12 I also will of all thy works 
my meditation make ; 
And of thy doings to discourse 
great pleasure I will take. 
13 O God, thy way most holy is 
within thy sanctuary ; 
And what God is so great in pow’r 
as is our God most high ? 


14 Thou art the God that wonders dost 
by thy right hand most strong: 
Thy mighty powr thou hast declar’d 
the nations among. 
15 To thine own people with thine arm 
thou didst redemption bring ; 
To Jacob’s sons, and to the tribes 
of Joseph that do spring. 


16 The waters, Lord, perceived thee, 
the waters saw thee well ; 
And they for fear aside did flee ; 
the depths on trembling fell. 
17 The clouds in water forth were pour’d, 
sound loudly did the sky ; 
And swiftly through the world abroad 
thine arrows fierce did fly. 


18 Thy thunder’s voice alongst the heav’n 
a mighty noise did make ; 
By lightnings lighten’d was the world, 
th’ earth trem a did and shake. 
4 


PSALM LXXVIII. 


19 Thy way is in the sea, and in 
the waters great thy path ; 
Yet are thy footsteps hid, O Lord ; 
none knowledge thereof hath. 
20 Thy people thou didst safely lead, 
like to a flock of sheep ; 
By Moses’ hand and Aaron’s thou 
didst them conduct and keep. 


PSALM LXXVIII. 
1 Aste my people, to my law ; 
thereto give thou an ear ; 
The words that from my mouth proceed 

attentively do hear. 

2 My mouth shall speak a parable, 
and sayings dark of old ; 

3 The same which we have heard and 
and us our fathers told. —§ [known, 


4 We also will them not conceal 

from their posterity ; 

Them to the generation 
to come declare will we: 

The praises of the Lord our God, 
and his almighty strength, 

The wondrous works that he hath done, 
we will shew forth at length. 


5 His testimony and his law 
in Isrel he did place, 
And charg’d our fathers it to show 
to their succeeding race ; 
6 That so the racc which was to come 
might well them learn and know ; 
And sons unborn, who should arise, 
might to their sons them show: 


7 That they might set their hope in God, 
and suffer not to fall 
His mighty works out of their mind, 
but keep his precepts all: 
8 And might not, like their fathers, be 
a stiff rebellious race ; 
A race not right in heart ; with God 
whose sprit not stedfast was. 


9 The sons of Ephraim, who nor bows 
nor other arms did lack, 
When as the day of battle was, 
they faintly turned back. 
10 They brake God’s cov’nant, and refus’d 
in his commands to go: 
11 His works and wonders they forgot, 
which he to them did show. 
12 Things marvellous he brought to pass; 
their fathers them beheld 
Within the land of Egypt done, 
yea, ev'n in Zoan’s field. 
13 By him divided was the sea, 
he caus’ them through to pass ; 
And made the waters so to stand, 
as like an heap it was. 
14 With cloud by day, with light of fire 
all night, he did them guide. 
15 In desert rocks he clave, and drink, 
as from great depths, supply d. 


16 He from the rock brought streams, like 
made waters to run down. [floods 

17 Yet sinning more, in desert they 
provok'd the highest One. 


18 For in their heart they tempted God, 
and, speaking with mistrust, 
They greedily did meat require 
to satisfy their lust. 
19 Against the Lord himself they spake, 
and, murmuring, said thus, 
A table in the wilderness 
can God prepare for us? 


20 Behold, he smote the rock, and thence 
came streams and waters great ; 
But can he give his people bread? 
and send them flesh to eat? 
21 The Lord did hear, and waxed wroth ; 
so kindled was a flame 
’Gainst Jacob, and ’gainst Israel 
up indignation came. 


22 For they believ’d not God, nor trust 
in his salvation had ; 

23 Though clouds above he did command, 
and heav’n’s doors open made, 

24 And manna rain'd on them, and gave 
them corn of heav’n to eat. 

25 Man angels’ food did eat; to them 
he to the full sent meat. 


26 And in the heaven he did cause 
an eastern wind to blow ; 
And by his power he let out 
the southern wind to go. 


27 Then flesh as thick as dust he made 


to rain down them among ; 
And feather’d fowls, like as the sand 
which lith the shore along. 


28 At his command amidst their camp 
these show’rs of flesh down fell, 
All round about the tabernacles 
and tents where they did dwell. 
29 So they did eat abundantly, 
and had of meat their fill ; 
For he did give to them what was 
their own desire and will. 


30 They from their lust had not estrang’d 
their heart and their desire ; 
But while the meat was in their mouths, 
which they did so require, 
31 God’s wrath upon them came, and slew 
the fattest of them all ; 
So that the choice of Israel, 
o’erthrown by death, did fall. 


32 Yet, notwithstanding of all this, 
they sinned still the more ; 
And though he had great wonders 
believ’d him not therefore: [ wrought, 
33 Wherefore their days in vanity 
he did consume and waste ; 
And by his wrath their wretched years 
away in trouble past. 


PSALM LXXVIII. 
34 But when he slew them, then they did | 50 He to his wrath made way ; their soul 


to seek him shew desire ; 
Yea, they return’d, and after God 
right early did enquire. 
35 And that the Lord had been their Rock 
they did remember then ; 
Ev’n that the high almighty God 
had their Redeemer been. 


36 Yet with their mouth they flatter’d him, 
and spake but feignedly ; 
And they unto the God of truth 
with their false tongues did lie. 
37 For though their words were good, their 
with him was not sincere; [heart 
Unstedfast and perfidious 
they in his cov’nant were. 


38: But, full of pity, he forgave 
their sin, them did not slay ; 
Nor stirr’d up all his wrath, but oft 
his anger turn’d away. 
39 For that they were but fading flesh 
to mind he did recall ; 
A wind that passeth soon away, 
and not returns at all. 


40 How often did they him provoke 
within the wilderness ! 
And in the desert did him 
with their rebelliousness ! 
41 Yea, turning back, they tempted God, 
and limits set upon 
Him, who in midst of Isr’el is 
the only Holy One. 


42 They did not call to mind his pow’, 
nor yet the day when he 
Deliver’d them out of the hand 
of their fierce enemy ; 
43 Nor how great signs in Egypt land 
he openly had wrought ; 
What miracles in Zoan’s field 
his hand to pass had brought. 


44 How lakes and rivers ev'ry where 
he turned into blood ; 
So that nor man nor beast could drink 
of standing lake or flood. 
45 He brought among them swarms of 
which did them sore annoy; [flies, 
And divers kinds of filthy frogs 
he sent them to destroy. 


46 He to the caterpillar gave 
the fruits of all their soil ; 
Their labours he deliver’d up 
unto the locusts’ spoil. 
47 Their vines with hail, their sycamores 
he with the frost did blast: 
48 Their beasts to hail he gave; their 
hot thunderbolts did waste. | flocks 


49 Fierce buming wrath he on them cast, 
and indignation strong, 
And troubles sore, by sending forth 
ill angels them among. 


rieve 


from death he did not save ; 
But over to the pestilence 
the lives of them he gave. 


51 In Egypt land the first-born all 
he smote down ev'ry where; 
Among the tents of Ham, ev’n these 
chief of their strength that were. 
52 But his own people, like to sheep, 
thence to go forth he made; 
And he, amidst the wilderness, 
them, as a flock, did lead. 


53 And he them safely on did lead, 
so that they did not fear ; 
Whereas their en’mies by the sea 
quite overwhelmed were. 
54 To borders of his sanctuary 
the Lord his people led, 
Ev’n to the mount which his right hand 
for them had purchased. 


55 The nations of Canaan, 

by his almighty hand, 

Before their face he did expel 
out of their native land ; 

Which for inheritance to them 
by line he did divide, 

And made the tribes of Israel 
within their tents abide. 


56 Yet God most high they did provoke, 
and tempted ever still ; 
And to observe his testimonies 
did not incline their will: 
57 But, like their fathers, turned back, 
and dealt unfaithfully : 
Aside they turned, like a bow 
that shoots deceitfully. 


58 For they to anger did provoke 
him with their places high ; 
And with their graven images 
mov d him to jealousy. 
59 When God heard this, he waxed wrotli, 
and much loath’d Isr’el then: 
60 So Shiloh’s tent he left, the tent 
which he had plac’d with men. 


61 And he his strength delivered 
into captivity ; 
He left his glory in the hand 
of his proud enemy. 
62 His people also he gave o’er 
unto the sword’s fierce rage: 
So sore his wrath inflamed was 
against his heritage. 
63 The fire cousum’d their choice young 
their maids no marriage had; | men; 
64 And when their priests fell by the sword, 
their wives no mourning made. 
65° But then the Lord arose, as one 
that doth from sleep awake ; 
And like a giant that, by wine 
refresh’d, a shout doth make :

66 Upon his en’mies’ hinder parts 
e made his stroke to fall; 
And so upon them he did put 
a shame perpetual. 
67 Moreover, he the tabernacle 
of Joseph did refuse ; 
The mighty tribe of Ephraim 
he would in no wise chuse: 
68 But he did chuse Jehudah’s tribe 
to be the rest above; 
And of mount Sion he made choice, 
which he so much did love. 
69 And he his sanctuary built 
like to a palace high, 
Like to the earth which he did found 
to perpetuity. 
g0 Of David, that his servant was, 
he also choice did make, 
And even from the folds of sheep 
was pleased him to take: 
71 From waiting on the ewes with young, 
he brought him forth to feed 
Israel, his inheritance, 
his people, Jacob’s seed. 
72 So after the integrity 
he of his heart them fed ; 
And by the good skill of his hands 
them wisely governed. 


PSALM LXXIX. 
i GOD, the heathen enter’d have 
thine heritage; by them 
Defiled is thy house: on heaps 
they laid Jerusalem. 
2 The bodies of thy servants they 
have cast forth to be meat 
To rav’nous fowls; thy dear saints’ 
they gave to beasts to eat. [flesh 


8 Their blood about Jerusalem 
like water they have shed ; 
And there was none to bury them 
when they were slain and dead. 
4 Unto our neighbours a reproach 
most base become are we; 
A scorn and laughingstock to them 
that round about us be. 
5 How long, Lord, shall thine anger last? 
wilt thou still keep the same? 
And shall thy fervent jealousy 
burn like unto a flame? 
6 On heathen pour thy fury forth, 
that have thee never known, 
And on those kingdoms which thy name 
have never call’d upon. 


7 For these are they who Jacob have 
devoured cruelly ; 
And they his habitation 
have caused waste to lie. 
8 Against us mind not former sins ; 
thy tender mercies show ; 
Let them prevent us speedily, 
for we're brought very low. 





9 For thy name’s glory help us, Lord, 
who hast our Saviour been: 
Deliver us; for thy name's sake, 
O purge away our sin. 
10 Why say the heathen, Where’s their 
let him to them be known; [ God? 
When those who shed thy seryants’ 
are in our sight o’erthrown. [blood 
11 O let the prisner’s sighs ascend 
before thy sight on high ; 
Preserve those in thy mighty pow’r 
that are design’d to die. 


| 12 And to our neighbours’ bosom cause 


it sev’n-fold render’d be, 
Ev’n the reproach wherewith they have, 
O Lord, reproached thee.

14 Why, Lord, dost thou cast off my soul, 
and hid’st thy face from me? 
15 Distress’d am Í, and from my youth 
I ready am to die; 
Thy terrors I have borne, and am 
distracted fearfully. 
16 The dreadful fierceness of thy wrath 
quite over me doth go: 
Thy terrors great have cut me off, 
they did pursuc me so.

48 What man is he that liveth here, 
and death shall never see? 
Or from the power of the grave 
what man his soul shall free? 


49 Thy former loving-kindnesses, 
O Lord, where be they now ? 
Those which in truth and faithfulness 
to David sworn hast thou? 
50 Mind, Lord, thy servant’s sad reproach ; 
how I in bosom bear

who strong and mighty are.

15 So shall the heathen people fear 
the Lord’s most holy name ; 
And all the kings on earth shall dread 
thy glory and thy fame. 
16 When Sion by the mighty Lord 
built up again shall be, 
In glory then and majesty 
to men appear shall he. 


17 The prayer of the destitute 
he surely will regard ; 
Their prayer will he not despise, 
by him it shall be heard. 
18 For generations yet to come 
this shall be on record: 
So shall the people that shall be 
created praise the Lord. 


19 He from his sanctuary’s height 
hath downward cast his eye ; 
And from his glorious throne im heav’n 
the Lord the earth did spy ; 
20 That of the mournful prisoner 
the groanings he might hear, 
To set them free that unto death 
by men appointed are: 
21 That they in Sion may declare 
the Lord’s most holy name, 
And publish in Jerusatem 
the praises of the same ; 
22 When as the people gather shall 
in troops with one accord, 
When kingdoms shall assembled be 
to serve the highest Lord. 


23 My wonted strength and force he hath 
- abated in the way, i 
And he my days hath shortened : 
24 Thus therefore did I say, 
My God, in mid-time of my days 
take thou me not away: 
From age to age eternally 
- thy years endure and stay. 


25 The firm foundation of the earth 
of old time thou hast laid ; 
The heavens also are the work 
which thine own hands have mage. 
26 Thou shalt for evermore endure, 
but they shail perish all; 
Yea, ev'ry one of them wax old, 
like to a garment, shall: 
Thou, as a vesture, shalt them change, 
and they shafi changed be: 
27 But thou the same art, and thy years 
are to eternity. 


28 The children of thy servants shall 


continually endure ; 
And in thy sight, O Lord, their seed 
shali be establish’d sure. 


Another of the same. 
1 is ORD, hear my pray r, and let my cry 
Have speedy access unto thee; 

2 In day of my calamity 
O hide not thou thy face from me. 
Hear when I call to thee; that day 
An answer speedily return : 

3 My days, like et consume away, 
And, as an hearth, my bones do burn. 


4 My heart is wounded very sore, 
And withered, like grass doth fade: 
I am forgetful grown therefore 
To take and eat my daily bread. 
5 By reason of my smart within, 
And voice of my most grievous groans, 
My flesh consumed is, my skin, 
All parch’d, doth cleave unto my bones. 


6 The pelican of wilderness, 
The owl in desert, I do match ; 

7 And, sparrow-like, companionless, 
Upon the house’s top, I wateh.

24 My God, O take me not away 
In mid-time of my days, I said: 
Thy years throughout all ages last. 
25 Of old thou hast established

26 They perish shall, as garments do, 
But thou shalt evermore endure ; 
As vestures, thou shalt change them so;

27 But from all changes thou art free ;

24 How manifold, Lord, are thy works! 
in wisdom wonderful 

Thou ev'ry one of them hast made ; 

earth's of thy riches full: 


25 So is this great and spacious sea, 
wherein things creeping are, 
Which number'd cannot be ; and beasts 
both great and small are there. 
26 There ae go; there thou mak’st to 
_ that leviathan great. [ play 
27 These all wait on thee, that thou may’st 
in due time give them meat. 


28 That which thou givest unto them 
they gather for their food ; 
Thine hand thou open’st librrally, 
they filled are with good. 
29 Thou hid’st thy face ; they troubled are, 
their breath thou tak’st away ; 
Then do they die, and to their dust 
return again do they. 
80 Thy quick’ning spirit thou send’st forth, 
then they created be; 
And then the earth’s decayed face 
renewed is by thee. 
31 The glory of the mighty Lord 
continue shall for ever: 
The Lord JEHOVAH shall rejoice 
in all his works together.

Yea, for their sakes, he did reprove 
kings, who were great and strong. 


15 Thus did he say, Touch ye not those 
that mine anointed be,

16 He call’d for famine on the land, 
he brake the staff of bread: 
17 But yet he sent a man before, 
by whom they should be fed ;

forget unthankfully,

did not wait patiently ; 


14 But much did lust in wilderness, 
and God in desert tempt. 
15 He gave them what they sought, but to 
their soul he leanness sent. 
16 And against Moses in the camp 
their envy did appear ; 
At Aaron they, the saint of God, 
envious also were. 


17 Therefore the earth did open wide, 
aud Dathan did devour, 
And all Abiram’s company 
did cover in that hour. 
18 Likewise among their company 
a fire was kindled then ; 
And so the hot consuming flame 
burnt up these wicked men. 


19 Upon the hill of Horeb they 
an idol-calf did frame, 
A molten image they did make, 
and worshipped the same.

24 Yea, they despis’d the pleasant land, 
believed not his word: 

25 But in their tents they murmured, 
not heark’ning to the Lord. 

26 Therefore in desert them to slay 
he lifted up his hand: 

27 ’Mong nations to oerthrow their seed, 
and scatter in each land.

28 They unto Baal-peor did 
themselves associate ;

29 Thus, by their lewd inventions, 
they did provoke his ire ; 
And then upon them suddenly 
the plague brake in as fire. 
30 Then Phim’has rose, and justice did, 
and so the plague did cease ; 
31 That to all ages counted was 
to him for righteousness. 


32 And at the waters, where they strove, 
they did him angry make, 
In such sort, that it fared ill 
with Moses for their sake: 
33 Because they there his spirit meek 
provoked bitterly, 
So that he utter’d with his lips 
words unadvisedly. 


34 Nor, as the Lord commanded them, 
did they the nations slay : 

35 But with the heathen mingled were, 
and learn’d of them their way. 

36 And they their idols serv’d, which did 
a snare unto them turn. 

37 Their sons and daughters they to devs 
in sacrifice did burn. 


38 In their own children’s guiltless blood 
their hands they did imbrue, 
Whom to Canaan’s idols they 
for sacrifices slew:
